German Troops in Moscow. 

Washington. July SI. — Conflicting re- 
p<irts repirding tlie presence of Ger- 
man troops in Moscow have reached 
the State department. From one 
source comes infonuation that Nikolai 
Lenin, the bolshevik premier, has ad 
mitted that the r.ermaiis are sendin;: 
troops to guard the German embassy, 
while reports from another source 
deny this. Department officials are 
satlslled, however, that a certain num- 
ber of German guards are In Moscow. 

Unconfirmed reports reached the 
state department that Aml)a.ssador 
Francis has moved bis headquarters 
from Vologda to ANhnngd. Vo direct 
word has been reieived from Mr. 
Francis, and the state department has 
cahKnl him regardiiiK the repoit. 

Cxecho-Slovalts Reach Black Sea. 

Wadiington, July 8L— Cseeho-Slo- 
vak troops have penetrateil to the 
Rlack sea in southeastern Russia and 
have seized two Russian cruisers In 
the harbor of Novorostok, according 
to autlMMitatlTe advices reaching here. 

This word Is the first Indicating the 
presence of the «"'ze< lio-Sloval<s so far 
.south In Russia. The opinion was held 
at headquarters of the Czech-Slovak 
national council that the operations 
were those of detached Czech bands 
who were feeling their way south- 
ward In an attempt to cet to France. 

Much importance was attached to 
the dispatch, as the poesitilllty was 
Indicated that the lighters might Join 
the Russians battling the Turk.s In 
trnnscaucasla and form a union witli 
the Briti.sli forces in Me»)potuniIa. A 
Sosslan campaign with this objective 
was rapidly nearing^sncceas when the 
Russian collapse came. 

Advices; stat>> that the srns of the 
cruiser were turned on the bolshevik 
garrison at Novorostok. Another dis- 
patch reported the seisnre 'of an 
armed steamer tn the Yoiga rlrer be- 
tween Ryliunskeln and AalmdmBi by 
the Czech-Slovaks.
